one-card security system 


office defends 
crime statistics

A representative from 
President Bulger’s office, John 
Hoey, speaking on behalf the 
General Counsels office (the 
attorneys for the UMass system), 
defended UMass Lowell’s crime 
statistics. 

The university, in the March 
31 edition of the Connector , was 

accused by the -Connector of 

underreporting crime statistics 
required by the Campus Security 
Act. The Campus Security Act, a 
federal law enforced by the 
Department of Education, 
requires that statistics must be 
release annually and contain on- 
campus crimes reported to the 
police, counseling center and 
dealt with by the judicial com¬ 
mittee, according to Paula 
Husselman of the Department of 
Education. UMass Lowell offi¬ 
cials admit they only include 
incidents reported to the police 
in their statistical report. They 


say they are following their 
interpretation of the law. 
Guidelines for what should be 
included in the crime report can 
be obtained, as they were by the 
Connector , by calling the 
Department of Education. 

John Hoey said, “UMass 
Lowell makes a good faith effort 
to comply w ith all laws govern¬ 
ing the university, and will con¬ 
tinue to do so.” Hoey would not 
elaborate as to what a good faith 
eilon entails, rtoey wouiu noi 
state who was ultimately respon¬ 
sible for the interpretation of the 
Campus Security Act, whether it 
is the General Counsels office or 
UMass Lowell. 

Ellen Duggan, dean of stu¬ 
dents, and Dr. Noel Cartwright, 
the head of the Counseling 
Center, told the Connector they 
received their interpretation of 
the Campus Security Act from 
the General Counsels office.

Members of Residential Life 
and UMass Police were negotiat¬ 
ing deals last week with security 
companies in order to equip the 
campus with a one-card security 
system that would function as an 
access card, meal card and 
library card. 

According to Andrew 
Scribner-MacLean, associate 
director of Student Services, a 
bid in March aided the university 
in narrowing dowm the selection 
of companies bidding for the 
contract from four to seven. 
Though it had not been deter¬ 
mined which company will 
kkismH Uie system, they do know 
the functioning of the system, 
said Scribner-MacLean. “It will 
consist of a Iso/Prox system 
which allows students to hold the 
card near or in proximity to the 
magnetic reader. Students will no 
longer have to roll their windows 
down on a rainy day to access the 
parking lot, handicapped stu¬ 
dents will find the cards extreme¬ 
ly beneficial and students will no 
longer have to carry several 
cards.” 

The NT based system will 
integrate all the computer equip¬ 
ment, including security cam¬ 



eras, into one 
system and will 
contain digital 
photos of stu¬ 
dents, eliminat¬ 
ing the current 
process. “If 
someone loses 
his ID,” said 
Scribner* 

MacLean, “all he 
has to do is tell 
us [Residential 
Life] and we’ll 
have a new card 
ready, in our 
office, within 
minutes.” 

Discussion of 
a new secunt) 
system has taken 
place since l^^O, 
but Residential 
Life was not able 
to obtain the sys¬ 
tem due to 
finances. “We 
have waited for a 
while, but now 
we are using 
proven technolo¬ 
gy,” said 

Scribner- 
MacLean. 

According to Scribner- 
MacLean, the hardware / soft¬ 
ware should be installed this 
summer between June and

Miscommunication 
cause of towing

A three month investigation 
has determined a series of mis- 
communications to be the cause 
of the towing of 57 vehicles from 
Pawtucket St. on January 27, 
opening day of the residential 
halls for Spring semester. 

According to Christine 
McKenna, executive director of 
University Relations, Lowell 
Police, UMass Police and select¬ 
ed UMass faculty began investi¬ 
gating the cause of the towing to 
determine if any possible illegal 


activity had transpired. “It was 
an unfortunate event,” said 
McKenna, “and we wanted to 
find out why it happened and if 
anything illegal occurred.” 

Though no formal report was 
filed, the conclusions of this 
investigation will be beneficial to 
the university, said McKenna. 
“They [UMass Police and 
Lowell Police] decided that no 
mass towing will occur again 
without the City Manager’s, or 
Chief of Police’s, consent.” 

Some spectators of the event 
believed that UMass Lowell 
Police were connected with the 
towing, but the investigation has 


determined that they took a 
minute role. “University Police 
heard over the radio,” said 
McKenna, “finding out about 
[the towing] as it was happening. 
Nobody tried to do anything 
wrong on purpose.” 

According to the Dean of 
Students Ellen Duggan, Campus 
and Lowell Police have a collab¬ 
oration called the U-Plan. The 
plan enables University Police 
and Residential Life to address 
misbehavior and of students off 
campus.

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History professor

Dr. Harold Bakken, a profes¬ 
sor of History for over thirty 
years, died Thursday at Ml. 
Auburn Hospital in Cambridge 
due to complications with con¬ 
gestive heart failure and cancer, 
according to Dean of Humanities 
and Social Sciences, Nancy 
Kleniewski.

Chancellor Hogan announced, 
at an SGA meeting, plans for the 
beautification of UMass Lowell, 
improvements to the dormitories 
and the future of the Lawrence 
Mill, which is located across 
from the as-of-yet uncompleted 
LcLachuer Park. 

The Lawrence Mills will be 
renovated to meet a myriad of 
needs for the university and 
Lowell. Chancellor Hogan hopes 
that the stadium commission, a 
cooperative organization of the 
university and city, will manage 
the project. 

The ground floor of the mill 
will look like “a student center, 
like more isolated universities 
have, with various types of retail 
establishments.’’ About a third of 
the building will be used for aca¬ 
demics, including the College of 
Education, which will be moved 
from West Campus. The rest of 
the mill will be used for “indus¬ 
tries much like we have in 
Wannalancit,” which the 


Chancellor hopes will attract 
more jobs for students. 

The dormitories will undergo a 
five year restoration, including 
water-proofing Fox Hall, “what 
they have to do is take all the 
concrete paneling on the exterior 
of Fox and reseal it.’’ This 
process requires that scaffolding 
be erected around the building. 
An alternative to such a costly 


project is being explored. 

The plywood “Welcome to 
UMass Lowell” signs located on 
North and South Campuses will 
be replaced with granite, 
“Massachusetts granite,” Hogan 
added. A walk-through gazebo 
will be built on the South 
Campus quad.

Duggan, “they [the Campus 
Police] call us almost every time 
and we’ll deal with the students.” 
It also allows for constant com¬ 
munication between the three 
organizations. “But the U-Plan 
was not utilized on the night of 
the towing,” said Duggan. “If 
Lowell Police would have called, 


the Resident Advisors would 
have got on the intercom and 
made announcements demanding 
students move their cars — we 
could have done this a different 
way.” 

According to Larry Siegel, 
director of Residential Life, all 
costs of the towing were funded 
by the university. Charges includ¬ 
ed a $75 dollar towing charge, a 
$10 dollar city fee and an 


attempted $20 storage fee which 
was dropped with university 
involvement. The cars were 
towed by Demurs Towing 
Service of Dracut and 
Kazanjian’s Towing of Lowell. 

“This event has sensitized both 
UMass Police and Lowell Police 
to ways that this kind of event 
can be prevented in the future.”

due to cancer that had been dis¬ 
covered only recently. He died 
short after 10 p.m. Thursday 
evening at age 62. 

According to Dr. Carroll, “he 
[Bakken] was a dedicated profes¬ 
sor.” So dedicated was Dr. 
Bakken, he was correcting blue 
book exams from his hospital bed 
with a paragraph of comments in 
each one. 

Dean Kleniewski also 
expressed signs of remorse, 
“we’re devastated to lose 
Harold.” She said Dr. Bakken 
was nationally renown for writ¬ 
ing captions in a cartoon he and 
Mischa Richter published in both 
The New Yorker and the 


Chronicle of Higher Education. 
“He was very prolific. I was 
reading his cartoon long belore I 
got here,” said Kleniewski, who 
went on to mention Bakken was a 
lot of fun to work with and was a 
good teacher. 

Dr. Carroll said a substitute 
has been assigned to complete 
Dr. Bakken’s current curriculum 
and that a memorial service will 
be held at UMass Lowell before 
the end of the semester.

Urmersitv of California-Los Angeles 

LOS ANGELES, CA — According to the Daily 
Bruin. two students are still in critical condition 
after a possible hazing the Friday before spring 
break. Marshall Lai, an 18-year-old UCLA fresh¬ 
man. is still in critical condition and is being treat¬ 
ed for kidney failure at the UCLA Medical Center, 
and another pledge, Derrick Ku, was hospitalized 
in San Jose with similar symptoms. The third stu¬ 
dent, a 19-year-old sophomore from Orange 
County, was released from the medical center April 
2 Robert Naples, vice chancellor for student affairs 
and campus life, said that the pledges underwent a 
“boot camp experience.” Lai and the other 25 
pledges had to endure hours of push-ups, sit-ups, 
running and other activities. As of yet, there is no 
e'. idence of drug or alcohol use. — Nick Rodrigues 

Ohio University 

ATHENS, OH — The Post reports Uptown rev¬ 
elers turned their clocks back one year April 5, 
when approximately 2,000 people blocked Court 
Street between Washington and State streets for 30 
minutes before police used force to disperse the 
crowd. The incident mirrored last year’s daylight- 
sa\mgs time disturbance when about 1,000 people 
gathered Uptown and made national headlines 
when police arrested 47 people. This year, police 
said about 27 people were arrested and two officers 
were injured. Officials blamed the 1997 distur¬ 
bance on early bar closings and spring fever. This 
year, police said media coverage “played a crucial 
role” in the disturbance. Ohio University President 
R bert Glidden said, “it’s not productive to point 
fingers at this point. There is probably not one rea¬ 
son why this happened again.” — Joe Donatelli &

University of Califomia-PaMs 

DAVIS, CA - The California Aggie reports a 

burglary auempi March 31. ended in the charging 

of three female adults and two female juveniles 
with 13 accounts of assault and battery after a UC 
Davis faculty member thwarted their efforts to 
break into his office. According to UCD Police 
Department detective Joyce Souza, the individuals 
are each charged with conspiracy to commit bur¬ 
glary and providing false information to avoid per¬ 
secution. The faculty member said he returned to 
his third-floor office to catch one of the individuals 
rummaging through his backpack. A physical 
struggle ensued as the faculty member tried to 
restrain the culprit, but was intermittently attacked 
by another woman. Both Souza and UCD Police 
Captain Mike Corkery said they did not know why 
the individuals chose to come to Davis, but that 
quick cooperation by the campus community 
helped to avert the crime. - Christine Louie 

University of Virginia 

CHARLOTTESVILLE, VA — The Cavalier 
Daily reports students have mixed reactions fol¬ 
lowing the April 2 announcement by the University 
Police that the alleged assault in the first-floor 
bathroom of Cauthen House never occurred. 
According to University Police Spokeswoman 
Kirsten Curtis, “the alleged victim admitted the 
incident did not occur.” Curtis said the alleged vic¬ 
tim could not describe the perpetrator, which ham¬ 
pered their search for the presumed attacker. 
Although several Cauthen residents said they have 
not received an official explanation for what actu¬ 
ally occurred, an anonymous source said, “the 
impression we’ve gotten is that she staged the 
entire thing.” Police continue to protect the identi¬ 
ty of the student who filed the false report. — 
Mandy Locke 


University of Texas-Austin 

AUSTIN, TX — According to the Daily Texan , 
Jim Ewbank, the group’s attorney, said hazing did 
occur ai a Kappa Alpha Fraternity meeting in 
February. Ewbank stressed the incident did not 
cause any injury to the pledge who alleges he suf¬ 
fered a concussion at the hands of members of the 
fraternity on February 15. “What has occurred, in 
my opinion, is that there was clearly a hazing inci¬ 
dent,” Ewbank said. The fraternity is being investi¬ 
gated by UT officials after Tim Hesselsweet, a Plan 
II freshman, alleged he was spat upon, urinated on 
and thrown against a wall by members of the 
group. Kappa Alpha’s national organization, which 
first alerted UT officials to the hazing March 16, is 
cooperating with the University’s investigation. — 
Jennie Kennedy 

University of California-Berkelev 

BERKELEY, CA — According to the Daily 
Californian , more than 500 students took to the 
streets April 3, protesting the decline in minority 
admits to the university next fall and voicing their 
anger at administrators. Members of the Students 
of Color Solidarity Council marched from campus 
to downtown Berkeley before returning to the 
intersection of Bancroft Way and Telegraph 
Avenue. Upon their return, the intersection at the 
south entrance of campus was blocked off with yel¬ 
low caution tape, where nearly 300 of the students 
sat, vowing not to move. They singled out the 
Chancellor Berdahl for what they said was an inad¬ 
equate response to the lower admissions numbers. 
During a press conference, Berdahl said he was 
forced by state law to honor the voter-supported 
restriction. UC police Capt. Bill Cooper said no 
students were arrested in the protest, despite their 
blocking the intersection for nearly three hours. — 
Louis Gray 

University of Arizona 

TUCSON. AZ — The Arizona Daily Wildcat 
reports University of Arizona President Peter 
Likins told the Faculty Senate on April 6 that he is 

ultimately responsible for releasing student, staff, 
and facultv Social Security numbers to two compa¬ 
nies during implementation of the university’s new 
ID card. Likins owned up to his role in the privacy 
violation before the Senate discussed an April 10 
forum to deal with student concerns about the con¬ 
troversial CatCard. “We made a dumb mistake,” 
Likins told the Senate. “I take responsibility for 
failing to recognize it.” The Senate also named a 
committee to scrutinize how UA deals with outside 
corporations. The move was prompted by concerns 
over a proposed deal between the athletic depart¬ 
ment and Nike. — Craig Anderson 

University of Nebraska 

KANSAS CITY, MO — According to the Daily 
Nebraskan , President Clinton told his Kansas City 
audience that, with the country in the midst of a 
strong economy but under the shadow of booming 
costs for the program in the next century, the time 
for bipartisan action to fix Social Security is now. 
Krista Yenter, a junior at the University of Central 
Oklahoma in Edmond, Oklahoma, attended the 
event with her school’s Students in Free Enterprise. 
“A lot of people don’t realize how important Social 
Security is,” she said. “I think this was a good start¬ 
ing point for young people. But there is a long way 
to go before we have better representation for my 
age group;” Clinton said his 1998 effort seeks to 
inform citizens about how Social Security works so 
they can contribute to reform that works. — By

complaint against UMass Lowell 
for noncompliance with the 
Campus Security Act has been 
filed with the Department of 
Education by the Connector. 
Penalties for noncompliance with 
the Campus Security Act are as 
severe as a loss of all federal 
funding, according to the 
Department of Education. 

Recently, several universities 
have been found by the 


Department of Education to be in 
non-compliance with the 
Campus Security Act, including 
Morehead University located in 
Minnesota, the University of 
Pennsylvania, and the University 
of Miami [located in Ohio]. Both 
Morehead University and Miami 
University, in a program review 
report, were sighted for their fail¬ 
ure to include statistics from their 
counseling centers and judicial 
committees.

The issue of exclusivity, 'special 
interest' areas have long been part 
of the structure of the University 
of Massachusetts Lowell. A few 
years ago, Donahue Hall was the 
home of the 'Cultural Pluralist' 
floor, which was a floor dedicated 
to people who embraced cultural 
diversity. To be part of the floor, 
you did not need to be a 'minority' 
student, you only needed to be 
open to different cultures. There is 
currently an 'honors' section 
housed with in Fox, which is only 
open to people who are part of the 
honors program at the University. 
There are 'quiet' areas in 
Bourgeois, which is open only to 
people who agree to live in an area 
that has a stricter definition of 
quiet hours and courtesy hours. 
Even non-smoking floors, techni¬ 
cally, are open only to people who 
are willing to not smoke in that 
area. Society needs to stop perceiv¬ 
ing gays and lesbians as a special 
interest group. We are not a special 
interest group looking for special 
preference or favored status, we 
are looking to be treated with the 
same amount of respect as anyone 
else. The LGBT housing area, by 
design, is nothing more than a 
space where we are asking that the 
people who are interested in it, be 
open to LGBT people and be sensi¬ 
tive to the issues facing LGBT peo¬ 
ple. 

In a recent Connector editorial, 
(Unfair GLB Housing 4/7/98) 
asks, "Why should a minority on 
campus get their own area?" I 
would like to start by noting that 
nowhere has it been suggested 
that the LGBT space would be lim¬ 
ited to gay and lesbian people 
only. Our organization does not 
want to exclude anyone, on the 
contrary, we invite our straight 
allies to support and join with us. 
What we are trying to do is create 
an environment that is safe, 
accepting and supportive of gay 


and lesbian students. An area 
where a gay or lesbian student 
does not have to worry about the 
possible repercussions of coming 
out to a roommate, a place where 
they can go and know that the 
people who they live around are, 
at the very least, comfortable with 
LGBT people and at best, support¬ 
ive of them. This area does and 
will welcome anyone who is an 
ally for gay and lesbian people. We 
recognize the importance of our 
straight allies and strongly encour¬ 
age them to apply to the floor. 

It's ironic that there is resistance 
to a future situation which really is 
no different than what exists on 
campus now. If a group of LGBT 
and Allies wanted to live together 
in a suite or two, then all they 
would need to do is sign up for 
them. What's planned for the 
LGBT space is no different, other 
than the fact that we are putting a 
name on it so we can allow inter¬ 
ested people know that it exists. 
Many have brought up the issue 
that such a space should not be 
allowed because 'gay couples 

wouldgeMosharearoomtogetl^^ 

er/ Due to the way the housing 

system is currently structured gay 
couples may already, unofficially, 
live together. If a gay couple wish¬ 
es to live together, they only need 
to sign up. The housing system at 
UMass, as like most institutions, 
are structured around heterosexual 
relationships. This issue could be 
argued for months, but the reality 
is that the creation of a LGBT 
space on campus would not make 
the cohabitation of gay couples 
any more or less likely to occur 
than in the past. 

The editorial suggests that we 
all 'be real' and realize that 'not 
everybody is going to volunteer to 
live in a 'gay area.' He's absolutely 
right, there are people who would 
feel very uncomfortable living in a 
'gay suite.' Just like there are peo¬ 
ple who will not be able to deal 
with the fact that, through chance, 
they may been paired up with a 
lesbian, gay, bisexual or transgen- 
dered person. By creating a LGBT 
space we are looking to create an 
area that will allow us access the 
basic rights that are available to 
and taken for granted by other stu¬ 
dents. For example, the right to be 


in an open relationship with a sig¬ 
nificant other with out worrying if 
a roommate is going to go ballistic 
because two people of the same 
sex are spending the night togeth¬ 
er. The right to express one's sexu¬ 
al identity without worrying if we 
are going to be isolated, verbally 
harassed, or worse. 

Finally, the editorial suggest 
that the creation of the space will 
open a 'Pandora's Box' of hate 
crimes against the LGBT commu¬ 
nity 'where as there really was no 
big problems between the gay 
community and the heterosexual 
community.' Obviously many have 
not been paying much attention to 
the climate for LGBT students here 
on campus. Gay students have 
been physically and verbally 
harassed, have been subjected to 
posters which claim 'All Fags 
should stay in the closet' and 'All 
FAGS have AIDS!' among other 
things. Even the door to the 
Spectrum office has recently been 
defaced with 'QUEERS!' written 
across it. These are only the docu¬ 
mented, more blatant hate crimes 
that have occurred on this campus. 
It does not begin to express the 
smaller forms of homophobia that 
LGBT students face on a daily 
basis for no reason other than the 
fact that they express who they 
are. It is conceivable that the per¬ 
ceived 'unfairness' of a LGBT area 
could result in an increase of these 
hateful actions, but the reality is 
that situations like this already 
happen on campus, and will most 
likely continue. If we lived in a 
society that allowed all people to 
exist free from hate and oppres¬ 
sion, then there wouldn't be a 
need for a safe space on campus. 
Unfortunately, that society does 
not yet exist. 

Throughout this past year the 
Spectrum organization and I have 
diligently worked to educate and 
sensitize students, faculty and staff 
on issues concerning gays and les¬ 
bians. Unfortunately we can not, 
and obviously have not, reached 
everyone. Equality is a goal that 
we all are working towards, how¬ 
ever, equality has never been 
achieved without challenging the 
status quo and without pissing off 
some people.

Lost in Space loses its 
script to formula 


‘No Looking Back* for a script

“Danger! Danger, Will 
Robinson.” Lost in Space has hit 
the theaters. Although this latest 
baby-boom television show 
turned full-length adventure film 
has some moments as well as 
fine performances, its script 
rehashes ‘ye ole* time displace¬ 
ment plot. 

It seems as though whenever 
sci-fi writers get into a jam, they 
resort to going back in time, 
going forward in time, displac¬ 
ing time, or setting time ‘right.’ 
We’ve seen it again, again, and 
again. 

Now, this summer audiences 
can see it yet again. 

Admittedly, like the first Star 
Trek movie. Lost in Space 
draws its audience in since the 
characters and basic premise are 
familiar. It’s neat to see the 
Jupiter 2 (& I) in flight again. • 
However, the reunion of charac¬ 
ters as well as the gratuitous 
shots of old cast members waste 
valuable film time. So, when the 
Jupiter 2 finally gets “lost,” the 
Robinsons have about an hour 
and fifteen minutes to attempt 
correcting their course. Enter the 
time displacement plot—the 
“deus ex machina” to all sci-fi 
movies. 

The cast delivers well enacted 
performances. William Hurt’s 
preoccupation with work is 
believable as well as his 


redemptive act towards his son, 
Will. Mimi Rogers’ updated 
Maureen is “tougher” than June 
Lockhart’s. Matt LeBlanc’s 
Major West is written and enact¬ 
ed with more depth than the 
television show. And, Gary 
Oldman’s Dr. Smith is excellent. 
The writing allows Smith to be 
the intelligent, Machiavellian 
mercenary he was meant to be 
(aka the first three television) 
episodes rather than the wimper- 
ing, cowardly, flamboyant idiot 
the character became. And, 
Oldman delivers, as usual, a fine 
performance which distinguish¬ 
es this character from others he 
has played. 

Although the updated Jupiter 
2 and all its gadgets (including 
the ever-present Robot) are neat, 
the digital special effects take 
over the film. The first 
encounter with the metallic spi¬ 
der organisms do little to excite 
its audience; but, it does serve to 
“set up” the time displacement 
conclusion. Two versions of the 
robot are neat, but needless. 

Rated PG-13, Lost in Space is 
good summer fare for the chil¬ 
dren and the family. 

For a more mature audience 
and sci-fi fans, however, Lost in 
Space disappoints. 
Disappointing, too, that the pro¬ 
ducers pulled Dark City (a supe¬ 
rior sci-fi / fantasy film) out of 
the theaters and made room for 
this lost Lost in Space.

“No Looking Back,” the latest 
film by Edward Burns, who rose 
to fame with “The Brothers 
McMullen” and “She’s The 
One,” is an earnest attempt to 
convey the working class. 

Burns, who not only directed 
and wrote the film, also stars in 
this tale of blue collar woe and 
entrapment. 

The opening sequence fea¬ 
tures Sheryl Crow’s well-placed, 
“Home,” and draws the audi¬ 
ence immediately into the world 
of an anonymous New York sea¬ 
side town. We first meet the 
main character, Claudia (Lauren 
Holly) as she is monotonously 
dragging the 
garbage cans from 
the curb. 

Claudia feels 
trapped by her 
small town life as a 
waitress in a local 
diner, and also by 
her live-in 
boyfriend, Michael 
(Jon Bon Jovi). 

She’s afraid to com¬ 
mit to being a 
“house wife” and 
remain in the same 
town for the rest of 
her life. Before 
long, her ex-boyfriend, Charlie 
(Ed Burns) blows back into 
town after a three year lapse. 

Charlie is a smooth-talking 
loser who has broken Claudia’s 
heart once before. She’s looking 


for a way out of her limited 
existence and thinks that Charlie 
has changed. Unfortunately, 
Charlie has not and simply 
offers her a ticket out of town. 
His character is irritating, and 
Burns plays Charlie as if he 
were the biggest jerk in the 
world. 

Charlie’s one goal is to win 
Claudia back, and he doesn’t 
care who he hurts to accomplish 
his goal, especially Claudia’s 
boyfriend Michael. Since 
Charlie is supposed to be the 
kind of guy who can have any 
woman he wants, they try to 
make him look better than Bon 
Jovi’s character, Michael. It’s 
truly amazing what a bad hair 
cut and a dirty baseball cap will 
do to the sexy rock star turned 


actor. 

It is, however, Bon Jovi in a 
supporting role, who steals 
every scene he’s in. Perhaps his 
appeal is due to the fact that he 
is the only likable character in 


the film. In yet another well- 
acted role, he projects not his 
rock star status, but a sincere, 
blue collar man trying desper¬ 
ately to hold onto his wayward 
girlfriend. 

Lauren Holly gives her most 
substantial performance yet as 
the sometimes unlikeable but 
utterly real protagonist. She 
does look a little too “movie 
star” gorgeous to have been 
born and raised in a working 
class suburb of NYC. But, I 
suppose her appearance is an 
overt suggestion of her out-of¬ 
place status. However, her 
actions make that quite clear 
without it being made so obvi¬ 
ous. 

“No Looking Back” is a 
detailed glimpse into the lives of 
average working class 
people who drink 
beer out of the bottle 
and hang around the 
local bar after a hard 
day’s work. The inter¬ 
esting camera angles 
and use of Bruce 
Springsteen’s “One 
Step Forward” and 
“I’m On Fire” add to 
the film’s appeal. The 
problems in the 
movie lie in its script. 
Bums apparently does 
not understand his 
female lead character, 
and the story consequently suf¬ 
fers. Maybe he should have 
stayed behind the camera and 
left the storytelling to a more 
capable source.

Blame it on The Thompson Brothers Band 
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Sister Soleil to play the 
Middle East Downstairs 

Chicago act causes largest 

label bidding war in years

‘Blame It On The Dog,” the 
Thompson Brothers Band’s sec¬ 
ond album, successfully walks 
the thin line between country 
and mainstream music. By the 
choice of title, it is clear that 
these boys do not take them¬ 
selves too seriously. The catchy 
songs are reassuring because 
once you’ve heard a song, you 
know it. 

The album opens with “Life’s 
Too Short,” which could be as 
much of a pop as a country hit 
with its strong Tom Petty influ¬ 
ence Another song, “Caroline” 
is just pure fun with simple 
melodies. 

The influences don’t stop 
with Petty. “Cry” is clearly 
accredited to the Everly 
Brothers, as well as subtle hints 
of Roy Orbison. With the 
exception of “Back On The 
Farm,” the album steers clear of 
country cliches of pick-up 
trucks and tractors. 

The album closes with “Pick 


Up The Tempo,” featuring Steve 
Earle, but Thompson shows up 
the country legend with his far 
more pleasant vocals. The har¬ 
monies are great, reminiscent of 
old-fashioned country and pop. 

“Blame It On The Dog” is 
musically strong with efforts 
from brothers Andy Thompson 
on guitar and Matt Thompson 
on drums, which make the lis¬ 
tener want to move right along 
with the twangy tunes. The two 
work well together, and with 
Mike Whitty on drums, the 
album provides itself with a 
tight sound. 

The Thompson Brothers Band 
got their start right here in 
Boston, and with the siblings’ 
deep country roots inherited 
from their father, Willie Nelson, 
they have a laid back tone. 
Drawing influences from every¬ 
one from the Beatles to Buddy 
Holly, “Blame It On The Dog” 
forays into the kind of “progres¬ 
sive country” that is a enjoyable 
and uncomplicated. The 
strength of “Blame It On The 
Dog” is in its simplicity.

What begins as a simple plea¬ 
sure eventually becomes a com¬ 
pelling and insistent demand. 

Smoking is seldom a take-it-

or-leave-it activity. Most smok¬ 
ers cannot choose to use tobacco 
one day and leave it alone the 
next. The majority of smokers 
must ingest twenty to thirty cig¬ 
arettes daily to keep peace with 
their brain. Most smokers admit 
that they would like to quit, but 
they are unable to do so. 

Three thousand adolescents 
begin to use tobacco every day. 
While the adult cigarette smok¬ 
ing rate has declined steadily 
since 1965, the percentage of 
high school seniors who smoke 
has remained virtually 
unchanged since 1984 — 18%

Computer enthusiasts, like hot rod¬ 
ders, sometimes evince an inex¬ 
haustible craving for speed. Saving 
seconds, even hundredths, often 
becomes a “quest.” Now there’s a 
cottage industry waiting to satisfy 
those needing to save microseconds; 
one of the movement’s most innova¬ 
tive firms is SciTech Software 
(www.scitechsoft.com, 916-894- 
8400). Their masterwork is Display 
Doctor, a utility that speeds up even 
the latest, greatest 3D graphics cards. 
It adds resolution choices for greater 
screen clarity, too, but perhaps most 
importantly enhances program and 
video board memory handling so 
even poorly written software, includ¬ 
ing business and recreational types, 
may run! 

How can an add-on utility do it? 
Don’t video card manufacturers write 
dedicated drivers? Of course ... but as 
you’re undoubtedly aware no one 
guarantees compatibility! Display 
Doctor — and the explanations 
offered here are oversimplifications 
— tracks down driver bugs and 
“patches” them. Through technical 
trickery it also expands screen resolu¬ 
tion choices, allowing you to run pro¬ 
grams (games in particular) at maxi¬ 
mum clarity. Along with various 
speed-up tools, monitor refresh rate 


resetting, override implementation of 
the latest Video Electronic Standards 
Association regulations and a host of 
other features, your system will 
acquire new capabilities. 

Does Display Doctor work? 
Empire Interactive’s Flying Corps 
game wouldn’t run on InFoLink’s 
three test computers. Not surprising¬ 
ly, Empire’s Technical Support 
proved convoluted and ineffective. 
Display Doctor, though not cheap at 
nearly $50, neatly solved the prob¬ 
lem! Other tests showed a doubling in 
screen resolution choices from 35 to 
74 and a 15 percent frame per second 
rate increase on Duke Nukem, 
Quake, and Quake II. Other claimed 
benefits couldn’t be measured outside 
a fully equipped lab. 

Display Doctor, an under-four 
megabyte program which automati¬ 
cally loads a 15K driver, installs easi¬ 
ly. Its mere presence eliminates 
numerous potential problems; any it 
might cause are easily fixed as it’s 
simple to turn off. To my way of 
thinking — avoiding aggravation — 
that’s its main benefit. As with any 
hot rod item there are many caveats 
and conflicts. Before you buy, log 
onto their web site and read all of the 
extensive information posted. Then 
and only then download a trial ver¬ 
sion. If you like it after three weeks, 
buy it!
